Toronto, April 4.—Reorganisation | 
of the L R. Steel chain stores was 
demanded at a stormy meeting of 
Ontario shareholders here last night, 
when 500 excited Investors crowded 
Into a hall.with seating capacity for 
' only about 300. M large proportion 
of the gathering was composed of 
women. 

The outcome of the meeting was 
the appointment of a committee of 
aeven to. confer with the liquidators 
and take steps looking to a reorgan¬ 
isation of the chain of stores, with 
the Canadian Hares aa a separate 
enterprise, if possible.

April 4.—Forty-six 
thousand miners in' the , Rhondda 
coalfields went on strike to-day. Not 
a pit in the district was working this 
morning. Picketing was being main¬ 
tained Tn many places, hut no cases 
were reported of non-unionists at¬ 
tempting to work. 

The strike wa* called for the pur¬ 
pose of forcing 5.000 non-union min¬ 
ers to Join the Miners* Federation, 
the surface men and stokers having 
organised themselves in to a union 
which the federation refused to rec¬ 
ognise. .

The expense fund *tiow»*d a balance 
on hand at December 31 of $145.21. the

J Login a. April 4.— "An epidemic of 
muroerou* violence” has broken out 
Wnon* the usually kindly and docile

port of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police for the year ending Septem¬ 
ber 30.

“It is unfortunately necessary to 
report a terribly- large number Of 
climes of violence among the Eski¬ 
mos.” says the report. “At present 
wo have under arrest on charge* of 
murder or related crime* no fewer 
t hairrrine of the*e people, three at 
Pond** Inlet (on the Northern Coast 
of Baffin Island), five at Hernchel 
1*1*ml and one on the Arctic coaat,** 
continue* the report.

APPEAL COURT 

GIVES JUDGMENT 
INJLUMBER CASE 

Vancouver, April 4.—By majority 
decision of the Court of Appeal a 
judgment of Chief Justice Macdon¬ 
ald. of that tribunal, wni affirmed 
this morning. Unusual interest had 
heen aroused 4n the case. Pioneer 
Lumber Company' vs. Alberta Lum¬ 
ber Company, owing to two out of 
four Judges having at one time re¬ 
fused to hear argument In an inter¬ 
locutory appllaction by the appellant, 
the Alberta Company, seeking to ex¬ 
tend the time for filing its appeal' 
hooks so as to enable Its appeal to 
be heard at the present sitting. The 
matter was subsequently heard by 
Chief Justice Macdonald in chambers, 
and he granted the motion. The re- 
4pendent, Pioneer Company, appeal¬ 
ed to the Court of Appeal tq rescind 
the Chief Justice’s order.—-

EXPECT APPROVAL 
DF PUN TD CUT' 
CITESTAX RATE 

City Explains Loan Scheme to 
Government; Confident It 
Will Be Authorized 

Would Pay Old Deficits by 
Borrowing and Keep Down 
Taxation This Year 

After an interview with the 
Provinc ial Cabinet this morning 
City Council members were oou- 
fiilent that they would secure 
permission to float a loan to pay 
off accumulated current deficits 
and so keep this year’s tax rate 
down near the level't>f the 1922 
rate. 

The Cabinet listened carefully 

tQ the scheme as outlined by Mayor 
Hayward. Alderman Lceming. Chair¬ 
man of the City Council Finance 
Committee, and Aldermen Sargent 
and Ker. members of the Finance 
Committee, and promised to give tho 
city a definite answer on the matter 
in writing immediately. The Council 
member* expert to secure this answer 
to-morrow snd they are confident 
that the Government will allow the 
notation of the loan desired by the 
city. 

Method ef„ Procedure. 

If the Government approves the 
loan scheme, a* the Council member* 
expect, about $500,000 Would be bor¬ 
rowed immediately and handed over 
to the city'* bank. Where old deficits 
to that amount are outstanding. This 
would make it unnecessary for the 
Council to levy in thl* year’s budget 
to pay last year's deficit of $200.00© 
and would reduce the annual land 
and building tax rate by more than 
four mills. While the mill rate 
might be higher, the actual tax*-* 
whtcb property owners here would 
have to pay under this plan would be 
no higher-than-those o/ last year.' 

Expect No Deficit 

The city delegation explained to 
the Government this morning that 
tl>e. ^lty expects to finish this year 
without a deficit. It mas admitted 
that it would be urTwise to borrow to 
pay past deficits If such deficits were 
going to pile up-every year. Deficit* 
probably would be eliminated this 
year, however. It was explained, be¬ 
cause in Its budget the Council, for 
the first time In years, has faced the 
whole existing situation and has lev¬ 
ied for all the money It needs for the 
year's expenses. A higher percen¬ 
tage of tax collection* also I* antici¬ 
pated this year, the Government was 
told. 

Would Increase Confidence 

If the city Is allowed to pay its 
old deficits hy a loan It will start 
this year with books clear and with 
a tax rate which will not pile new' 
burden* oil the ratepayer*, aldernyen 
explained this morning. This .Fact. 
It wa* asserted, would encourage 
I»eople to pay their taxon aqd would 
instill m-w confidence in tend own¬ 
ers and tn business gene rally.

Democratic Landslide in the 
Election in Illinois City 
Yesterday 

Chicago. April 4. — On top of a 
I *emocratlc landslide, William K. 
Dever. a Judge of the Superior Court, 
wa* carried Into the office of Mayor 
of Chicago, succeeding William Hale 
Thompson, retiring after serving 
eight years for |he Republican Party. 
The avalanche of votes that gave 
Judge Dever the biggest plurality In 
the city's history with one exception, 
that received by Mayor Thompson in 
1915. also placed In office Democratic 
candidates for city clerk and city 
treasurer. 

Unofficial returns of yesterday’s 
election compiled by & news gather¬ 
ing agency gave Judge Dever a total 
vote of 387,961 and Arthur C. Lueder. 
Republican mayoralty candidate and 
former postmaster, 214.213. Judge 
Dever** plurality was announced as 
103.748. 

Republican Congressman 

In the only congressional election 
In the state a special call to fill the 
vacancy in the second Illinois dis¬ 
trict created by the death of Con¬ 
gressman James R. Mann, the Repub¬ 
licans were victorious, Morton D. 
Hull, former state Senator, defeating 
Barrett O’Hara. Democrat and for¬ 
mer Lieutenant-Governor, by 51.443 
to 42,495, according to unofficial fig-, 
urea. 

Although ' the -City Council was 
Democratic before the primaries of 
February 17. In which thirty aider- 
men were elected, the party Increased 
Its strength yesterday. Thirteen of 
the twenty aldermen elected yester¬ 
day were Democrats, giving the party 
thirty-seven aldermen, as compared 
with the Republicans* thirteen. -

That murder may possibly be 
the explanation for the disap¬ 
pearance of two aged Indians 
from Salt Spring Island was a 
belief given some credence in 
Provincial Police circles to-day. 

Their canoe lias . heen found, 
but no trace of the Indians can 
be discovered. Grave anxiety )* now 
felt for their safety, -and tho Indian 
Agency has offered a reward for the 
rscov ery of the body of either of the 
I missing couple, or information lead¬ 
ing to that result. 

Charlie Stace and his wife attached 
to the Fulford Harbor reserve at Salt 
Spring Island, left the reserve on < 
February 28. They were last seen at' 
2 o'clock, and were in good spirits. 
Their canoe was missing later, and I 
wa* f«*und two week* afterwards bot¬ 
tom u fi on low tide rock* on a small 
inland Uttar 1’ortLand isla n d: Under 
thiT banoe wa* found, a parcel of 
Mver, some apples and other odds and 
ends of food— 

The Mtory that the aged couple had’ 
been drown is beginning to be scout¬ 
ed, as the food found under the canoe 
looked as if the canoe had been over¬ 
turned after it came on shore, and 
there the food fell oat. The couple 
have disappeared fithout trace. At 
their home was found $300.. In gold 
and notes. The couple possessed 
about $600. and of'this half-was car¬ 
ried In gold by the woman, always 
on her person. 

The police are reticent, hut do-pot 
deny that the disappearance may 
possibly be a case of murder for rob¬ 
bery. Both Indians were well known 
on Salt Spring Island. Both bore ex¬ 
cellent characters, and were popular 
with their fellow countrymen.

2,500,000 Francs, First In¬

Paris, April 4.—The percentage of 
distribution of the 550,000,000 gold 
francs to be paid as reparation* by 
Bulgaria has been agreed upon with 
the exception of one and one-half 
per cent., which is reserved for those 
Allied countries not represented at 
the Spa conference in 192©. 

Serbia will receive five per cent, 
under the Spa agreement, the per¬ 
centages of which will stand. France 
will receive 52 per cent.. Great 
Britain 22. Italy 10, Belgium 8 and 
Japan and Portugal each three- 
fourths of one per cent. While 
reparation* in kind will he made by 
Bulgaria to Rumania and Greece, 
they will not participate in the cash 
payments under the present agree¬ 
ment. m. 

It is understood that the first pay 4 
ment of 2.500,000 gold francs will be 
made to the Allien in July. 

The Reparation* Commission has 
not yet formally approved the settle¬ 
ment reached in Sofia.
